Since 
we live in a world of compromise, 
vety considerible modifications ic 
the Treaty of Sevres were found 
advisable, if only to placate our 
Moslem subjects. An investigat- 
ing body for Asia Minor ia spoken 
of, and the idea is commendable, 
for these ruthless deeds should be 
dragged into’ the light of day: 
bat on the main question there 
appears, uohappily,to be no doubt. 
Veith this fresh evidence that the 
Ottoman hordes are unfit for the 
comity of civilised nations, there 
will be sympathy with Lord 
Curzon’s declaration that, if the 
Turks obstruct investigation, the 
Government will bave to recon- 
sider the revised peace terms, of 
which these crimes are an 
atrocious breach. 


A Chan-Wu Combination. 


Only a few days ago President 
Sun, probably confident in the 
prowess of his Northern ally, 
took the high-handed step of 
dismissing General Chan King- 
ming from his administrative post 
in Kwangtung. “The ally has 
sustained « heavy fall at the 
hands of Wu Pui-foo, with whom 
General Chan has been on friendly 
terros for a considerable time. 
Hence the tatter, after a 
briet . pariod of obscurity, 
is emerging inte notice 
again. A Peking message 
states that Chan and Wu are in 
constant telegraphic communica- 
tion, so that the Chan-Wu com- 
bination mooted some months ago 
may yet materialise. Wu is 
reported as ready to support 
Chan's plan for the re-establish- 
ment of the former Parlia- 
ment. Chinese leaders usually 
have such conflicting views that 
it may take eomé negotiation to 
bring the programmes of the two 
men to a definite basis; but this 
pair at least offer-a more promis- 
ing outlook than did the alliance 
between the erratic South China 
President and the unscrupulous

FULL STORY OF 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


Unless there are some further 
developments, the whole or the 
Taunches in the harbour will stop 
work to-morrow evening at 6 
oclock. ‘This is the latest de- 
cision of tha Coxawaius and 
Engineers’ Association, in 
accordance with which they 
sent a circular latter Feater- 
day to all the launch owners 
in the Colony. The Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs called a meeting 
of the men’s representatives and 
tha delegates of the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday afternoon, bat at that 
meeting no agreement was arriv- 
ed st, although arbitration was 
suggested by Mr. Halifax. The 
Chinese rejected the proposal for 
arbitration and insisted on the 
granting of their foll demands. 
The meeting terminsted without 
result, and, as stated a4ave, the 
Iaunches of the Colony will stop 
rugning to-morrow evening on- 
lass something farther transpites 
in the meantime. ; 

In view of the fact that the 
general public have not been

Every- 
thing has been done by the 
Union. We bave ben faranied| 
with a resume of the negotiations 
which have taken place between 
delegates representing the two 
Chambers of Commerce in the 
Colong and the Union from which 
it will ba aeen :thas everything 
possible has been dope by owners 
‘to meet the Caion. The negotia- 
tions commensced—on March 3ist, 
when, in consequence of a 
letter addressed to launch 
owners, Messts. G. M. Young 
and H. P. White were appointed 
by the Hongkong General Cham- 
ber of Commerce to meet the 
Union men and arteoge terms. 
A meeting was held that day, 
when the Union demanded ‘in: 
creases as follows:—Men earning 
$10 and under, 50 per cent in- 
crease: $20 and ander, 40 per 
cent; $30 and under, 30 per cent; 
$40 and under, 25 par cent; $50 
and under, 20 percent; and over 
$50, 15 per cent. This demand 
was made oo behalf of all kinds 
oflaunches. On the followingday, 
& counter-offer was toade to the 
Union? amounting to:—§10 and 
under, 30 per cent; $10-20, 20 per 
cent; $20-30, 15 per cent; over 
$30, 10 percent. This offer was 
refused and on Aprit 4th. « 
further meeting was held at 
which the delegates pf the Chan- 
ber of Commerce increased their 
offer so 23 to read:—$1 to $10. 
35 per cent. increase; §10-20, 
2214 per cent; the remainder of 
the scale to be as above. Nothiog 
farther transpired until April 
9th. when at another meeting 
the Guild pat forward an entire- 
ly new suggestion, asking for s 
flat rate increase of §5 per 
roonth for all cartificated men 
and §> per month for all uncerti- 
ficated men. This new offer was 
discussed by the two Chambers” 
delegates and they decided to 
offer an increase of $6 to certi- 
ficated men and $4 to uncorti- 
Bicated men on Chinese launches, 
but with regard to foreign-owned 
Isunches there were: to 
minimum rates of pay as follows:

First Folio Shakespeares Realise Thousands. 
( Reuter's Servive.) 
(Continued srom page 1) 


. London -May 26. 
A Daniel first folio Shakespeare belonging tothe Burdett-Coutts 
library waa pold to Mr. Rosenbach, of Philadelphis, for £8,600) com- 
pared with £716 paid by Miss Buruett-Coutts in 1863.
